N extraordinary sensation™the first time of going into trenches. 

The first idea that struck me about them was their haphazard de-

George S. Johns, editor of the edi- 
torial page of the Post-Dispatch, ad- 
dressed the Advertising Club at its 
luncheon at the Hotel Statler today 


on “The Relationship Between the 
Editorial and Advertising Depart- 
ments of a Newspaper.“ He said, in 
part: 

“The relationship between the ed- 
ttorial department and the advertis- 
ing department of a newspaper is 
that friendly courtesy between two 
separate and independent branches 
of the newspaper organization. 

“Their functions are distinct and 
different. Speaking broadly, without 
taking into account the various ac- 
tivities which contribute to newspa- 
per success, I may say that the ed- 
itorial department makes the news- 
paper and thus creates advertising 
value which. the advertising depart- 
ment sells. 

he two departments are inter- 
dependent in the sense that the suc- 
cess of the newspaper as a business 
depends upon the successful conduct 
of each department, but the more in- 
dependent of each other they are the 
greater the success of each and of 
the newspaper. 

Independent Editorial Policy. 

“I suspect that the pith of the 
question you expect me to discuss is 
whether the editoriat department 
ought to permit the policy or conduct 
of the newspaper to be controlled or 
influenced by the advertising depart- 
ment in the interest of advertisers 
for the purpose of holding or obtain- 
ing business. Emphatically, no- 
never. 

“Nothing would be more fatal to 
the newspaper. Nothing would strike 
a dealdier blow at the business of the 
advertising departmene and at the 
real interest of the advertisers. It 
would destroy the value of the space 
they buy. 

“The only rule for the successful 
conduct of a newspaper is absolute 
independence of its business interests 
and of any special interest.

“It is gained by printing all the 
news worth prernting. impartially, fal- 
I/ and accurately. N 

It is gained by honest, intelligent, 
vigorous editorial comment on public 
questions. 

„A newspaper to gain public con- 
fidence must uncover hypocrisy, fight 
shams, denounce corruption, expose 
wrong doing and condemn wrong 
doers. How can it do these things 
and favor persons or serve any class 
or special interest? How can it serve 
the public and be a servant of pri- 
vate interests? | 

“What does the advertising de- 
partment sell? What do the adver- 
tisers buy? The policy of the ncws- 
paper? As well buy the newspaper. 
Do they buy the right to dictate what 
news shall or shall not be printed? 
As well buy the, editorship of the 
newspaper. 

“No; they buy advertising space 
nothing more. They pay precisely 
what they think the space is worth 
and no more. 


Power in 

“The more indepehdent the news- 

paper, the more impartial and com- 
plete its news reports, the more sin- 
dere, fearless and vigorous its editort- 
al utterances, the greater the power, 
influence and popularity of the news- 
paper, the greater the public confi- 
dence in its integrity. 
The quantity and quality of circu- 
lation depends upon these qualities 
of the newspaper and advertising 
value depends upon the quantity and 
quality of circulation. 

“Intelligent advertisers recognize 
that they find the greatest advertis- 
ing value in newspapers that are 
strongest In public confidence and 
support. This is a truism. 

“If advertisers sought anything 
more, if they bought the editorial or 
news policy of the paper, they 
wouldn't buy its advertising space 
it would be a waste of money.

COUNTERFEITING SCHEME SAID 
TO INVOLVE MILLIONS REVEALED 


Ge of Plant for Printing Spu- 
rious Money and French Pass- 


« ports Announced. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—Counter- 
feiting schemes said to involve more 
than $1,000,000 were disclosed here 
when William J. Flynn, chief of the 
United States Secret Service, an- 
nounced that an elaborate plant for 
printing spurious money and French 
passports had been seized in this 
city. 

Eugene Parodi, a lawyer, was ar- 
rested on a charge of conspiracy to 
obstruct justice in advising his client, 
Loufs de Shelly, also known as Mar- 
cos Gonzales, to default cash bail 
and flee from the United States aft- 
er he had been indicted on a charge 
of attempting to pass a counterfeit 
1000-franc note on a Wall street 
bank last August. De Shelly is be“ 
ing held in Havana, Cuba, for extra- 
dition to the United States. 

In a raid on a boarding house suit 
cases were found in which were 
printing presses, plates, engravers’ 
tools ahd a bundle of franc notes 
&mounting to $125,000. Investiga- 
tion is said to have disclosed that the 
plant was brought here from San 
Sebastian, Spain, last April, and with 


it a bundle of more than $1,000,000 


in spurious franc notes. Of this 
amount, the secret service men de- 
clared that at least $65,000 has been 
put into circulation in the United 
States.

Building a Dam in the Trench. 

We decided to make a dam. Hav- 
ing found an empty raiton box anc 
half a bag of coke, we started or 
the job of trying to fence off the 
water from our cave. After about 
en hour’s struggle with the elements 


of the ration bok, the sack of coke 
and a few tins of bully, in reducing 
the water level inside to six inches. 

Here we were, now wetter than 
ever, cold as Polar bears, sitting ina 
this hygroscopic catacomb at about 
2 a. m. We longed for a fire; a 
fire was decided on. We had a fire 
bucket—it had started life as a bis- 


but no coke. We had some coke, 
Im sure! Why, of course—we built 
it into the dam!“ Down came the 
dam, out came the coke, and 
came the water. However, we pré- 
ferred the water to the cold; so.

CHAPTER IV. 


Rain and Bullets. 

WROTE that “poem” in those 
| -—trenches, so you can see the 

sort of state to which I was

Well, my first . night was 
over; the dawn had broken —every- 
thing else left to break had been 
seeen to by the artillery, which start- 
ed off generally at about 8. And 
what a fearful long day it seemed; 
that first one! As soon as it was 


having a good look at the general 
lie of things. In front was a large 
expanse of root field, at the further 
side of which a long irregular para- 
pet marked the German trenches. 
Behind those again was more root 
field, dented ° here and there with 
shell holes filled with water, beyond 
which stood a few isolated remnants 
which had once been cottages. I 
stood at a projection in one of our 
trenches, from where I could see the 
general shape of our line, and could 
glimpse a good view of the German 
arrangements. Not a soul could be 
seen anywhere. Here and there 2 
whisp of smoke indicated a fire 
bucket. Behind our trenches, be- 
hind the shattered houses at the top 
of a wooded rise in the ground, stood 
what once must have peen a fine 
chateau. 
hollow whistle overhead, a momen- 
tary pause, then—"“Crumph!” showed 
clearly what was the matter with the 
chateau. It was being shelled. The 
Germans s d to have a rooted ob- 
jection to that chateau. Every morn- 
ing, as we crouched in our mud ken- 
nels we heard those “Crumphs,” and 
soon got to be very good judges of 
form. We khew they were shelling: 
the chateau. When they didn’t shell 
Air chateau, we got it in the trenches: 
so we looked on that dear old man- 


tapering, twisted, perforated spire, 
which they never could knock down, 
was an everlasting bait to the Boche, 
and a perfect fairy godmother to us. 
Oh, those days in that trench of 
ours! Each day seemed about a 
week long. I shared a dugout with 
n commander after that first 
e machine-gun section found 
a suitable place and made a dugout 
for themselves.

Day after day, night after night, 
my companion and I lay and listened 
to the daily explosions, read and 
talked, and sloshed about that trench 
together.

louder; everyone stops to listen—the 
sound approaches, and is now dis- 
tinguishable as rifle fire. The fir- 
ing becomes faster and faster; then 
suddenly swells into a roar and now 
comes the phenomenon of trench 
warfare: wind up’’—the prairie fire 
of the trenches. 

Everyone stands to the parapet, 
and away on the left a tornado of 
crackling sound can be heard, get- 
ging. louder and louder. In a few 
seconds it has swept on down the 
line, and now a deafening rattle of 
rifle fire is going on immediately in 
front. Bullets are flicking: the tops of 
the sandbags on the parapet in hun- 
dreds, whilst white. streaks arg 
shooting up with a swish into the 
sky and burst into bright radiating 
blobs of light—-the star shell at its 
best. 

“Wind Up's“ Coming Always Uncer- 
tain. 

A curious thing, this wind up.“ 
We never knew when it would come 
on. It is caused entirely by nerves. 
Perhaps an inquisitive Boche, some- 
where a mile or two on the left, had 
thought he saw someone approach- 
ing his barbed wire; a few shots are 
exchanged—a shout or two, followed 
by more shots—panic—more shots— 
panic spreading—then suddenly the 
whole line of trenches on a front of 
a couple of miles succumbs to that 
well-known malady, wind up.” 

In reality it is highly probable 
that there was no one in front near 
the wire, and no one has had the 
least intention of being there. 

Presently there comes a deep 
„boom from somewhere in the dis- 
tance behind, and a large shells sails 
over our heads and expiodes some- 
where amongst the Boches; another 
and another, and then all becomes 
quiet again. The rifle fire diminishes 
and soon ceases. Total result of one 
of these firework displays: several 
thousand rounds of ammunition 
squibbed off, hundreds of star shells 
wasted, and no casualties. 

It put the “wind up” me at first, 
but I soon got to know these affairs, 
and learnt to take them calmly. 

I went along with the platoon com- 
mander back to his lair. An excel- 
lent fellow he was. No one in this 
war could have hated it all more than 
bre did, and no one could have more 


leonscientiously done his very best at 


it. Poor fellow, he was afterwards 
killed near Ypres. 
‘Well, how are things going with 
you?“ I said, 
Machine Gun Officers’ Opportunity. 
“Oh, all right. They knocked down 
that same bit of parapet again today. 
I think they must imagine we've 0 
a machine gun there, or something. 
That's twice we've had to build it 


up this week. Have a bit of cake?” 


So F had a bit of cake and left him, 
he going back to that old parapet 
again, whilst I struck off into the 
dark, wet field toward another gun 
position, falling into an unfamiliar 
“Johnson ole“ on the way. 

No one gets a better idea of the 
general lie of the position than a ma- 
chine-gun officer. In those early, 
primitive days, when we had so few 
of each thing, we, of course, had few 
machine guns, and these had to be 
sprinkled about a position to the best 
possible advantage. The consequence 
was that people like myself had to 
cover a considerable amount of 
ground before our rambles in the 
dark each night were done. 

One machine gun might be, say, Jn 
‘Dead Man’s Farm;” another at the 
“Barrier” near the crossroads; whilst 
another couple were just at some ef- 
fective spot in a trench, or in a com- 
manding position in a shattered farm 
or cottage behind the front line 
trenches. 

I would leave my dugout as soon 
as it was dark and do the round of 
all the guns every night. Just as a 
sample, I will carry on from where I 
left the platoon commander. 

I slosh across the plowed field at 
what I feel to be a correct angle to 
bring me out on the crossroails, 
where, about 200 yards away, I have 
another gun. I scramble across a 
broken gateway and an old bit of 
trench, and close behind come to a 
deep cutting into which I jump. 
About five yards along this I come 
to a machine-gun emplacement with 
a machine-gun sentry on guard. 

Where's the Corporal?“ 

Leaving Instructions to the Waiting. 

“I’m ere, sir,“ is emitted from tne 
slimy depths of a narrow low-roofed 
dugout, and the Corporal emerges, 
hooking back¥he waterproof sheet as 
he comes out to prevent the light 
showing. 

“How about this gun, Corporal—is 
everything all right?“ 

“Yes, sir; but I was looking around 
today, and thought that if we was to 
shift the gun over there, where the 
dead cow is, we'd get a better field 
of flre.“ 

Meeting adjourned to inspect this 
valuable site from the windward 
side. 

After a short, blood-thirsty conver- 
sation relative to the perforating of 
the enemy, I leave and push off into 
the bog again, striking out for anoth- 
er visit. Finally, after two hours’ 
visiting, floundering, bullet dodg- 
ing. and star shell shirking, 
accompanied by a liberal allow 
ance of “narrow squeaks,” I get back 
to my own bit of trench; and to- 
bogganing down where I erroneously 
think the clap steps are, I at last 
reach my dugout, and entering on all 
fours, crouch amongst the damp to- 
bacco leaves and straw and light a 
cigarette,

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EXIGENCY OF THE WAR 


Scarcity of Goll Advanced 
Argument for Bimetallic 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—An in- 
ternattonal monetary system, based 
on silver as well as gold, to pro- 
vide for the expanding credit of the 
world, due to war exigencies, is un- 
der consideration by the Treasury 


in conjunction with allied and neu- 


tral Governments, according to the 
Washington correspondent of the 
New York Times. . 

If the scheme should be worked 
out along the line now being dis- 
cussed, gold and silver would be put 
upon a ratio of; coinage, together 
forming the basis upon which the 
paper money of the United States 
and of the allied and neutral coun- 
tries would be issued. Bimetallism, 


in other words, would be restored in 


the money standard of the nations. 
The plan was taken up at a con- 
ference last week attended by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury McAdoo, promi- 
nent bankers and several members 
of Congress. At the conference a 


- proposal to fix an advanced price for 


silver of $1 an ounce, instead of the 
recently established price of 86 cents 
an ounce, was touched upon. If the 
double standard is established, it is 
regarded as likely that the enhanced 
price of silver will be agreed upon 
for American coinage. ‘ 

) More Elastic Currency. 

| To advance the value of silver to 
$1 an ounce would mean a more 
elastic currency, in providing an ex- 
panded basis upon which the Treas- 
ury certificates would be issued. This, 
it was urged at the conference, would 
be of appreciable advantage to the 
Government in the time of financial 
stress throughout the world. 

The scarcity of gold, which forms 
the basis of currency eoinage in the 
United States and Great Britain, was 
advanced at the conference as an 
impelling argument for establishing 
a bi-monetary system. Senator 
Shafroth of Colorado, a member of 
the Senate Committee on Banking 
and Currency, quoted A. J. Balfour 
as saying while in this country last’ 
summer that bimetallism eventually 
would have to be established among 
the nations of the world to main- 
tain the equilibrfium of international 
finance. . 

Balfour, according to Senator Sha- 
froth, strongly favored the immedi- 
ate consideration by the United 
States, Great Britain, France and the 
other allies, together with the neu- 
tral nations, of an international bi- 
monetary system. Senator Shafroth 
said he gathered the impression that 
the British Foreign Minister was 
convinced that only by putting gold 
and silver together as the basis of 
exchange could credits be main- 
tained. : 

Gold Reserve Strained. 

“Mr. Balfour spoke of the gold re- 
serve. being strained to the limit,“ 
said Senator Shafroth. He looked 
beyond the war for the accomplish- 
ment of the scheme, but believed it 
ought to be considered at once. 
Great Britain ig suffering not alone 
for want of gold, but she is short 
some 160,000,000 ounces of silver for 
subsidiary coinage purposes. She 
needs both gold and silver. 

“Under the gold standard act of 
1900 the United States pledged itself 
to negotiate with foreign Powers 
with the intent of securing consider- 
ation of bimetallism, but nothing has 
been accomplished along that line.” 

Senator Shafroth offered a reso- 
lution last week in the Senate calling 
upon the President for the appoint- 
ment of a commission of three from 
each of the allied nations and each 
neutral to confer at once on the 
eo of establishing bimetal-

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Government Has Support of 
Peasants, Workmen and 
Troops, Correspondent Says. 


PROLONG . NEGOTIATIONS 


Aim Is to Give Allies Every Pos- 
sible Chance to Take Part 
in A isti

PETROGRAD, Dec. 6, via Lon- 
don, Dec. 10.—The date’ to discuss 
the terms for an armistice with Cer- 
many having been fixed for Dec. 19, 
the Russians are hoping the allies 
will find a way to unbend their dig- 
nity and send representatives to the 
conference. | 

Association with the revolutionists, 
my understanding of their temper 
and their thoughts, convince me they 
are perfectly sincere in their plan 
for a general peace. They desire that 
the break Russian peace parliamen- 
tarians have made in the German 
line be the beginning of the end of 
the war. 

They hold that this must lead to 
peace, but I am certain Russia can- 
not make separate peace because it 
would be contrary to the entire spirit 
of the recent revolution. Thore can 
be a separate peace only if the allies 
sever relations with Russia or refuse 
to recognize the negotiation: vith 
Germany which are being conducted 
by Ensign Krylenko, Commander in 
Chief of the army. 

The plans for an armistice now 
rest on a wider basis of action, be- 
cause the Peasants’ Congress united 
with the Bolsheviki last night, adding 
the support of the radical peasants to 
that of the radical workmen. As the 
election here for members of the 
constitutional assembly proved that 
the Social Democrats and the Men- 
shiviki are without power, the pres- 
ent Government can boast now of a 
substantial support by both workmen 
and peasants. 

P 5 timent Spreading. : 

For the’moment, and seemingly, 
while the war endures, the power of 
Russia is in the hands of the Bol- 
sheviki, who intend to obtain peace 
immediately at all costs.

But the Bol- 
sheviki leaders, I learn, at Smolny 
palace, their headquarters, are pre- 
pared to go the limit in.delaying and 
“reconsidering” so as to give the 
allies time to accept the situation 
and send representatives to the 
armistice conference. Information 
from the interior of Russia indicates 
that the Bolsheviki sentiment for 
peace is sweeping the country. 

I learned today from Leon Trotz- 
ky, Foreign Minister, that the nego- 
tiations at the front were prolonged 
in the hope that the allies would see 
the advantage of changing their 
mind about participating. 

Although the Russian envoys 
found the German parleying front 
as hard to break as the German 
fighting front, they had expected 
this. The published explanations of 
the delay are reassuringly frank, but 
the effect of the delay on the troops 
awaiting the final word, “peace,” \is 
certain to be disturbing. But the 
army front will not break; the idea 
of an armistice is being seized by 
division after division, until it occu- 
pies the minds of all the troops at 
the front. : 

Bolsheviki Retain Power. 

The disturbance: is deeper. The 
Bolsheviki must secure a genera) 
armistice followed by a general 
peace so that they can carry out 
their program. The neswpapers the 
soldiers read, notably the Pravda, 
are calling attention to the fact that 
the allies are not taking part in the 
negotiations looking to an armistice. 
It will take very little to convince 
the army that the allies will bé to 
blame if there is no armistice. How- 
ever, it is said that the negotiations 
have done the allies full justice and 
that the stenographic report of the 
pour parleys will prove that the atti- 
tude of the Russian envoys toward 
the allies has. been absolutely cor- 
rect. Further, it is asserted that 
nothing in the negotiations shows 
any desire or purpose but that 
avowed by the Bolsheviki—to in- 
duce the allies to enter the negotia- 
tions sooner or later. 

Although the opening negotiations 
prove it will be difficult to gain a 
“democratic” peace from Germany, 
the power of the Bolsheviki has not 
been lessened for the simple reason 
that the demand for peace is over- 
whelming. Only the eventual fail. 
ure to gain peace can now strip the 
Bolsheviki of power. ä 

Any hope of the allies that the con. 
stitutional assembly will hold the 
balance of power is futile. The Gov- 
ernment’s action last night in mak- 
ing obligatory a new election for de}- 
egates on demand of the local So- 
viets or of half their constituents, 
renders it certain that the Bolgheviki 
will have a majority in the assem. 
bly finally. \ 

Fear Assembly Will Not. Meet. 

There is a landslide of the Soviets 
throughout Russia to Bolshevikiam.

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JERUSALEM RESTORED TO CHRISTIANITY. 
The capture of Jerusalem becomes at once a 
symbol of the aims and high purposes of the en- 
tente world and a promise of the ultimate triumph 
of Christianized humanity over forces making a 
mockery of the ideals that have guided the best 
there is in civilization for more than 1900 years. 
The capture of Berlin would mean the end of the 
war, but only in that sense could it mean as much 
to the allies. 
The rescue of Bethlehem and Calvary from 
the profanations of an unbelieving, barbarous 
race will be the thought uppermost in the minds 
of hundreds of millions of the earth’s population 
when Christmas day, 1917, is observed. Oppres- 
sion and bloody persecution are at an end in the 
land which first taught the Golden Rule and 
which first heard the Sermon on the Mount. That 
current accounts of the mémorable campaign 
have been so meager and inadequate must always 
be a matter of regret. Full reports of detailed 
movements and daily successes would have done 
more than anything.else imaginable to inspire the 
allied nations and cement them in a unity of 
sentiment. 
Control of Jerusalem comes back to Christian 
hands after an interval of 673 years. It was in 
1244 that the kingdom established by the Crusad- 
ers ceased to .exist, after many shiftings, though 
Christians retained Acre for nearly 50 years later 
and the meaningless title “King of Jerusalem“ 
was affected by European reigning houses for 
centuries afterward. , 
The city had only a nondescript existence from 
the destruction by Titus to the time of Constan- 
tine, even its name falling into disuse. For al- 
most exactly 300 years after Constantine’s resto- 
ration, Jerusalem was the venerated objective of 
countless pilgrims and the place toward which 
the thoughts of the Christian world turned. It 
was first taken by Moslems in 637. The generally 
tolerant attitude toward Christians changed in 
1077 under the Seliuk Turks, whose cruelties re- 
sulted in the First Crusade. Godfrey took Jeru- 
salem in 1099. The Crusaders’ government last- 
ed only until 1187, though a treaty in 1229 gave 
the Christians control again for 13 years, when 
the last vestige of the devoted work done by 
the Crusaders at immense tost in blood and sac- 
rifice vanished. 
What archeological marvels lie under the 
debris—80 feet deep in places—that has accumu- 
lated during 30 centuries? Under Christian aus- 
pices excavations of the deepest interest and sig- 
nificance to faith and to history will become pos- 
sible. No achievements of the present war could 
be more notable and inspiring than the restora- 
tion of the city to the religionists to whom its 
every rod in area is a holy place. The restora- 
tion once made must, of course, be permanent.

LTHOUGH Dec. 11 celebrat- 

ed as the first of Muhar- 

ram, the beginning of the glad New 
Year, 1336, by all faithful followers 


of the Prophet, the observance is 
by no means universal among the 
cosmopolitan population of Turkey. 
So diverse are the religious beliefs 
among subjects of the Moorish em- 
pire that the calendars in genera! 
use in Turkey give no less than six 
different dates for each day. 
‘According to the Mohammedan re- 
ligious calendar, Dec. 11 is New 
Year’s day, but the Turkish financial] 
year gives a different reckoning 
Then the Christian unbeliever and 
the Jewish “‘giaour’’ have also to be 
taken into consideration. According 
to the Hebrew calendar, Dec. 11 is 
the first of the month of Tebet, year 
5678, and this information also goes 
into the Turkish calendar, for the 
benefit of the Jewish population of 
the empire. Christians who claim 
allegiance to the Greek Church, nu- 


merous in Turkey, are also given a 


subdivision in the Turkish calendar, 
Dec. 11 being their Nov. 27, while 
another section gives the new style 
date of Dec. 11. Arabs and Armen- 
ians are also given a line, in their 
own language. The combination of 
diverse dates makes a Turkish cal- 
endar about as mystifying as a rail- 
road time table. 


At present the Turkish religious 


year is approximately 10 days short- 
er than the solar year, while the 
financial calendar of the Sultan’s 
réalm is based on the Julian calen- 
dar. Within recent years several 
attempts have been made by Turk- 
ish scientists and statesmen to re- 
form the calendar and bring about a 
uniformity of dates. One such pro- 
posal, made several years ago, pro- 
vided for the abolition of the finan- 
cial year and met with wide ap- 
proval. It was proposed to adopt the 
solar reckoning, following the Gre- 
gorian calendar, for all purposes of 
Government, business, religious and 
every-day life, the year to date from 
the Hegira, as at present. 


UT in Evansville, Ind., plans are 
under way to start the first 
canning factory devoted to tinning 
rabbits for market. Another plant 
soon will be located at Owensboro, 
Ky., in the Green River country. 
Contracts have been made with 
hunters of that section to supply 
from 50,000 to 60,000 rabbits during 
the next 12 months. It is said that 
both Indiana and Kentucky afe

“STOCK IN BROWNS 
WORTH 50 CENTS 
ON DOLLAR"-BALL 


Local Magnate Testifies That Is 
Value of Holdings Under 
Present Conditions. 


DENIES PLAYERS’ CHARGE 
Says He Never Accused Any 


Member of Browns of “‘Lay- 
ing Down.” 


Stock in the St. Louis Browns, un- 
der present conditions, is worth 
about 50 cents on the dollar, accord- 
ing to Phil Ball, president and chief 
stockholder of the local American 
League club. This statement was 
brought out yesterday while Ball was 
giving his depositioh in the $50,000 
suits filed against him by Johnny 
Lavan and Derrill Pratt. 

The corporation which owns the 
Browns is capitalized at $400,000, ac- 
cording to Ball's testimony, and he 
owns two-thirds of the stock. He was 
asked on direct examination what 


value he placed upon his holdings. 
The deponent was reluctant to an- 
swer, but finally stated that he con- 
sidered it worth 50 cents on the dol- 
lar, “under present conditions.” 


No Cross-Examination. 


Charles M. Hay, attorney for the 
players, conducted the direct exam- 
ination, which consumed the rfrreat- 
er part of yesterday afternoon. At 


the conclusion of the direct examina- 
tion Montague Lyon, attorney for 
Ball, refused to cross-examine the 
deponent and he was excused. The 
depositfon of Willis Johnson, secre- 
tary of the Browns, whom Mr. Ball 
admitted was present at the time the 
alleged “laying down” interview was 
given, will be obtained next week. 

Mr. Ball revealed the fact that he 
had played professional baseball in 
his younger days. He was with the 
Shreveport (La.) club as a catcher in 
1881 and testified that he had made 
a “barnstorming” trip with that club. 

The entire testimony, of course, 
hinged around the term “layins 
down,” which Mr. Ball was alleged to 
have applied to several members of 
the Browns. At one stage of the pro- 
ceedings the magnate stated he had 
never charged any member of the 
Browns with ‘laying down” and em- 
phasized each word by pounding the 
table with his fist. 

He characterized the purported in- 
terview which appeared in a local 
newspaper as a “garbled account of 
avery one-sided conversation, writ- 
ten for sensational purposes.” He 
testified the reporter who recounted 
the alleged interview asked him many 
questions and “put the answers in 
his mouth.” 

Ball says he understands the term 
“laying down“ to mean that the play- 
er is not putting his whole heart and 
spirit in the game, that he is playing 
for himself and not the team. He tes- 
tified that his interpretation of the 
term implied no “crookedness,” and 
stated that he had never known a 
dishonest ballplayer. 

The standing of a team in the 
opinion of the public would be injured 
if it were believed some of its play- 
ers were “not on the square,” Ball 
testified. However, he said, he never 
believed Pratt and Lavan were dis- 
honest and never said they were. He 
furthér testified that he did not re- 
call having said that either of them 
were “laying down.” 


About Lavan’s Salary. 

Ball was asked if he had had a con- 
troversy” with Lavan last spring 
concerning his salary. He _ replied 


that it was not a “controversy” but 
merely a difference of opinion. Lavan, 
he said, was trying to drive the best 
bargain for himself, while Ball was 
attempting a similar task on behalf 
of the club. 

The owner of the Browns admitted 
saying that Austin, Severeid and Sis- 
ler and some of the new men had 
Played good ball, and he confirmed 
the statement alleged to have been 
made that Sisler was a “real star 
and about 66 per cent of his ball 
club.” He also admitted that he 
said he had spent the equivalent of 
$27,000 for four ball players. 

He read through the alleged inter- 
view that appeared in the local news. 
papers and challenged almost every 
paragraph, claiming that he had 
been misquoted on those he chal- 
lenged. 

The deponent did not remember 
whether he had used the term 
“laying down” in reference to Pratt 
when the latter was out of the ame 
with an injured wrist. He testified 
that he might have thought Lavan 
and Pratt were not giving their best 
services, but he did not recall ever 
having said so. : 

Ball also testified that he believed 


the Browns, were not working in 
harmony. This belief, he averred, 
was aroused when Lavan came to him 
and asked for his release, declaring 
that he (Lavan) could not get along 
with Jones and would rather play 
elsewhere. 

The Brownie chieftain arrived home 
yesterday morning from Tulsa.

Corbett became so ill that the con- 
ductor of the train was scared and 
he telegraphed ahead for a doctor, 
and when the train arrived at Sac- 
ramento one climbed aboard. 

He said it was a blow in the stom- 
ach that caused the iliness—and 
when he was urged to tell just what 
kind of a punch that would cause 
temporary paralysis from the waist 
down he said that only a “solar plex- 
us” wallop would do it. 

So that’s how the. knockout blow 
became known as a solar plexus, upon 


the careful diagnosis of a physician. 


Ot course, when the newspaper boys 
arrived in Frisco they had the ma- 
terial for columns of copy on the so- 
lar plexus punch. 

Although we didn’t have any tech- 
‘nical name for it, the punch had long 
been used by Fitz. When he was 
touring the country he usually used 
such a blow 
away, particularly after the digas- 
trous ending of his fight with Con 
Riordan at Syracuse, when we were 
all arrested as accessories to mur- 
der. Con really died because his 
head struck the floor of the ring with 
great force. But as he fell as the 
result of a punch on the jaw, Fitz 
was scared forever afterwards in his 
fights to land a punch on an oppo- 
nent’s jaw.
